1. STUDY GROUP 3: SG COMPLETED WORK ON JANUARY 20. 

A NEW REPORT BASED ON USSR CONTRIBUTION ON USE OF 
CHANNELS WITH BANDWIDTH OF 300-3400 HZ IN SSB AND ISB 
SYSTEMS FOR DATA TRANSMISSIONS AT SPEEDS OF 2400 KPS 
AND HIGHER WAS APPROVED. THIS COULD WELL BE A PRELUDE 
TO A USSR EFFORT TO GAIN INTERNATIONAL RECOGNITION OF 
SUCH A CHANNEL BANDWIDTH. OTHERWISE, THE RESULTS 
ACHIEVED WERE IN GENERAL AGREEMENT WITH U.S. OBJECTIVES 
AND INTERESTS. PARTICIPATION IN THE MEETINGS AND THE 
AMOUNT OF WORK ACCOMPLISHED EXCEEDED WHAT MOST DELEGATES - 
INCLUDING THE CHAIRMAN - HAD EXPECTED. 

2. STUDY GROUP 6: 

A. THE WORK OF STUDY GROUP 6 IS RAPIDLY APPROACHING 
A CONCLUSION WITH MANY DOCUMENTS TO BE APPROVED BY THE 
STUDY GROUP IN THE LAST TWO DAYS OF MEETINGS. ALL IN 
ALL, THE DOCUMENTS SUBMITTED BY THE U.S. TO THE FINAL 
MEETING ARE RECEIVING FAVORABLE ACTION. MANY OF THESE 
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DOCUMENTS ARE BEING COMBINED WITH COMPARABLE SUBMISSIONS 
FROM OTHER ADMINISTRATIONS AND ARE BEING INCORPORATED 
INTO NEW OR EXISTING CCIR TEXTS. DOC 6/213 A U.S. 

CONTRIBUTION TO SUBSTANTIALLY REVISE RPT 263-3

B. A DRAFT NEW RECOMMENDATION CONCERNING CALCULATION 
OF FIELD STRENGTH HF & VHF FREQUENCIES VIA SPORADIC E 
HAS BEEN PASSED BY THE ENTIRE STUDY GROUP. THIS 
RECOMMENDATION IS BASED ON U.S. SUBMISSION DOC. 6/215. 

C. CONSIDERABLE DISCUSSION HAS TAKEN PLACE CONCERNING 
A PROPOSED NEW RECOMMENDATION TO USE THE INFORMATION 
CONTAINED IN RPT 252-2 AND ITS ASSOCIATED COMPUTER 
PROGRAM AS THE BASIS OF HF FIELD STRENGTH CALCULATION AT 
FREQUENCIES GREATER THAN 2.0 MHZ. THE DRAFT RECOMMENDA- 
TION IS A U.S. INPUT AND IS MEANT TO PROVIDE A COMMON 
BASIS FOR HF FIELD STRENGTH CALCULATIONS FOR WARC 
PREPARATIONS. THE U.S. REPRESENTATIVES TO THE MEETING 
HAD ATTEMPTED TO INCORPORATE INTO THE RECOMMENDATION 
SOME REFERENCE TO THEIR WORK WHICH WHEN COMPLETED WOULD 
TOTALLY REPLACE RPT 252-2. THIS EFFORT APPEARS TO HAVE 
BEEN STOPPED. IT IS WORTHWHILE POINTING OUT 

THAT THE MOST VOCAL SUPPORTERS OF THE U.S. FOR THIS 
RECOMMENDATION ARE THE REPRESENTATIVES FROM THE ADMINIS 
TRATIONS OF THE FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMANY AND THE USSR. 

D. THERE ARE OTHER PROPOSED RECOMMENDATIONS. ONE 
CONCERNING IONOSPHERIC MODIFICATION AND ARE DEALING WITH 
MF SKY-WAVE CALCULATIONS THAT MAY BE OPPOSED BY CERTAIN 
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ADMINISTRATIONS. 

E. AS THE RESULT OF CONSIDERABLE PRESSURE BY THE 
CHAIRMAN OF OTHER STUDY GROUPS. DR. DANA BAILEY HAS 
INITIATED A PROCEDURE TO OBTAIN A "SENSE OF FEELING" FROM 
THE STUDY GROUP WITH REGARD TO HIS SUCCESSOR. USING AN 
ELABORATE PROCEDURE WHICH ALMOST DEFIES DESCRIPTION AND 
CERTAINLY WILL NOT BE EXPOUNDED UPON HERE, THE STUDY 
GROUP WILL INDICATE ITS PREFERENCE FOR DR. BAILEY'S 
SUCCESSOR. SUFFICE IT TO SAY THAT THE NAMES PUT BEFORE 
THE STUDY GROUP AS POSSIBLE SUCCESSORS BY DR. BAILEY

A. WEEK CONCLUDED 20 JANUARY WITHOUT MAJOR PROBLEMS 
FOR USA. 8A COMPLETED 95 PERCENT ITS WORK AND APPROVED 
DRAFT REVISIONS RECOMMENDATION 478-1 (REV. 76) ALONG 
LINES USA DOC 8/337. SWEDISH PROPOSAL PARAGRAPH 4, 
GENEVA. SITREP ONE, AMENDED TO RESTRICT TO GENERAL 
PUBLIC LAND MOBILE SERVICE IN ACCORD WISHES MOST 
DELEGATIONS. 
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B. 8B WORK PROCEEDING WELL, LIMITED BY DOCUMENT

ALL FOUR SUBWORKING GROUPS HAVE COMPLETED WORK. 

D. 8D, 8E, 8F3 (SPACE). PLENARY HAS DECIDED ON 

TOTAL OF THIRTEEN REVISIONS TO EXISTING REPORTS, 9 NEW 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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REPORTS, 5 NEW RECOMMENDATIONS, 8 REPORTS DELETED, ONE 
NEW STUDY PROGRAM, ONE NEW QUESTION. USA HAS AGREED 
DELETE WORD "GENERAL" REGARDING MOBILE SATELLITE SHARING 
WITH TERRESTRIAL SERVICES. DEBATE CURRENTLY 
CENTERED ON WHETHER SATELLITE SPACING AND TERRESTRIAL 
SHARING ISSUES WILL ENTER GREEN BOOKS OR ALTERNATELY 
WILL BE SENT ONLY TO SPM. AUSTRALIA, SPAIN, UK, USSR 
SUPPORTED OUR VIEW THAT SHOULD ROUTE VIA GREEN BOOKS. 

E. AERONAUTICAL HIGHLIGHTS. ISSUE IS WHETHER 
CHANNELS THREE KILOHERTZ APART SHOULD BE EXPECTED TO 
SERVE SAME AERONAUTICAL AREA SUCH AS NORTH ATLANTIC. 
AUSTRALIAN DOCUMENT 8/359, ALSO SUBMITTED TO AW ARC AS 
DOC. 42, ONLY DOCUMENT INVOLVED. NO MWARA NOW ALLOTTED 
ADJACENT CHANNELS. DRAFTING GROUP 8F1A TREATED 8/359 
UNDER IATA CHAIRMANSHIP WITH IFRB, USA, AUSTRALIA, 

CANADA, AND UK REPRESENTED. CANADA MAINTAINED ADAMANT 
POSITION THAT ITS EXPERIENCE WITH ADJACENT CHANNEL 
RDARA ASSIGNMENTS SATISFACTORY. USA COULD NOT AGREE 

TO DRAFT TEXT PRODUCED, ALTHOUGH UK DID AGREE. NEXT 
DAY 8F1 TREATED MATTER WITH US MAINTAINING POSITION THAT 
IT COULD NOT AGREE. 8F1 FOLLOWED BY 8F WHERE WE 
ATTEMPTED CONCILIATION BASED UPON US POSITION FOR AW ARC. 
HOWEVER USSR STRONGLY OPPOSED CCIR PUTTING FORTH 
PREMATURE GUIDELINES IN ABSENCE SUFFICIENT TECHNICAL 
STUDIES. THEN CHAIRMAN 8F (TEMPLE, UK) PROPOSED NEUTRAL 
WORDS WHICH IN EFFECT DEFERRED DECISION TO AW ARC.
